The Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen died
ab his residence in Newark, New Jersoy,
on Satorday, the 12th inst, after & lin-
gering illness.  His ngo was soventy-five
years.

Mr. Frelinghuysen was born at Mill-
stone, Somerset county, N. J., Match 28,
1787. He took his degree at Princeton,
in 1804, and entered on the practice of
the law in 1808, e lmmediately gained
& high reputation at the bar. Lo the war
of 1812, he took part as a captain of a
company of volunteers. TIn 1817 Lo was
choson Attorney-Cleneral of the State.
In 1520 he was transforred to the United
Htates Senate. Ho was a Whig in poli-
tica.  Ho enjoyed, méreover, amid the
too common  dissipations and licénse of
public men, an exalted charactor for
probity, for essontial veligion, anyd an
egolerie a3 well as exoterie obsetvanco
of the capitul proprietios of life. Tt was
natural, therefore, with the religions
sentiments he felt as wéll as professed,
that on tho question of the non-carrying
of the mails on Bunday, he shonld take
he Sabbatharian side. Other votes in-
dieative of a similar temper were rb-
corded by him. His sympathies wes
with “the poor Indian’ as shown by
